LISBON, MAY 27 - (Delayed > 
— I ain finding Portugal, where 
April rhymes with romance, a 
pretty and historic country with 
a split personality. 
Its people and its semi-tropical 
climate are inviting, k i n d and 
gloriously hospitable. 


Its government, a tight little 
dictatorship parading as a free 
republic, is angry with the world, 
mostly because Prime Minister 
Antonio DeOliveira Salazar is hav­ 
ing difficulty getting out of the 
19th century. 


Weather 


Sunny, warm and humid 
today; high, 85-90. Fair to­ 
night, low near 70. Tomor­ 
row, confined warm and 
humid with afternoon or 
evening 
thundershowers; 
high about 99. 


Portugal has an extremely low 
standard of living, as compared 
to that of most countries of Eu­ 
rope. Yet, except in the hill coun­ 
try where they scratch out an ex­ 
istence from rock-bound goat-land, 
IU citizens appear well clothed 
and well fed. 
The nation had endeavored, with 
notable apathy, to join the global 
parade of economic progress. Sal­ 
azar and the bright younger men 
with whom he surround* himself, 
remain prisoners of memory of a 
century ago. 


The government doesn't like the 
toited Nations. It looks askance 
at the United States and Great 


Britain, It talks about joining up 
with the European Economic Com­ 
munity and st the same time be­ 
comes frightened at the idea of 
possible political implications. 


I gather, as the result of a 
series of meetings and interviews 
with American and Portuguese of­ 
ficials, the ingression that at the 
moment this little country known 
as the Gateway to Europe is un­ 
dergoing one of the most critical 
times in its history. 
Its miseries stem from, among 
other things, its overseas terri­ 
torial situation. The loss of Goa 
to India last December was a 
devastating blow to Portugal’s 


pride. The possibility that its Af­ 
rican territories may one day seek 
independence makes Lisbon ex- 
ceedingly nervous. 


Added to these troubles are the 
subversive efforts of some 25,000 
active Communists who waste no 
opportunity to keep domestic af­ 
fairs well stirred up, although 
Communism is outlawed and its 
activities operate from the under­ 
ground. 


The lisbon government may not 
be hostile to the United States. 
Yet, it blames most of its cur­ 
rent problems on Uncle Sam and 
his interest and work in the Unit­ 
ed Nations. 


The United States believes firm- 
ly in the principle of people de­ 
termining for themselves the kind 
of government they shall have and 
thinks Portugal should have some 
regard for this principle. 
Salazar wants nothing to do 
with it. The Lisbon government is 
convinced, with perhaps some jus­ 
tification, that people unprepared 
for independence should not have 
it until they are properly trained 
and educated to live with it. 


All of this is not to say that 
the Portugal government is an 
unstable one. It is not. 
But the crises and the tensions 
resulting from the Salazar gov­ 


ernment's refusal to face ap to 
realities of the day are being 
reflected in much political unrest 
in the country today. 


As long as the 7S-year-old prime 
minister is around, there will be 
a Portugal. You remember he 
took over the reins in a military 
coup d’etat May 28, 1926, and has 
been operating with a tight reign 
ever since. He has opposition 
from the Monarchist and the Dem­ 
ocratic parties, but it is more of 
a nuisance than a danger. 
When somebody becomes too 
critical of his National Union 
Party and its policies of govern­ 
ment, Salazar promptly tosses 


him in jail. He has removed 
civil 
liberties 
as 
we 
know 
them in America. A tight censor­ 
ship prevails at all times for both 
incoming and outgoing communi­ 
cations and there are those who 
say the government becomes fair­ 
ly oppressive at times. 


Yet, curiously. Portugal is not 
a socialist country as such. Sala­ 
zar and his regime are complete­ 
ly anticommunist. And there is 
a surprising amount of free enter­ 
prise with a minimum amount of 
government control. 
The country is now half wav- 
through its second industrial and

The embassy identified two as 
missionaries. They are the Rev. 
Archie E. Mitchell, 44, of Ellen­ 
burg, Wash., and Dr. Eleanor Ar- 
del Vietty, 34, of Houston Tex., 
both of whom represent the Chris­ 
tian and Missionary Alliance. 


An unidentified woman, possibly 
a Vietnamese, also was reported 
to have been seized by the (Com­ 
munists at the isolated leprosar 
ium operated by the Alliance 
about 14 miles southwest of the 
village of Ban Me Thuot in South 
Viet Nam's rugged highlands. 


An embassy spokesman 
said 
the Communists left behind nine 
other Americans including Mitch­ 
ell's wife, Betty, and their four 
children, Rebecca, Loretta, Glen 
Patrick and Geraldine 


The spokesman said none of the 
Americans was molested by the 
guerrillas and 
no 
reason 
was 
given for the kidnaping.

For Jail Over 
Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
ready to go to jail to block 
government 
regimentation 
of 
farmers, according to a Republi­ 
can congresswoman. 
The congresswoman, Rep. Cath­ 
erine May, R-Wash., said Eisen­ 
hower told her that “he would be 
darned if he just wouldn't rather 
go to jail” than to submit to the 
controls he said President Ken­ 
nedy once proposed. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
promptly replied that such drastic 
measures would not be necessary. 
As a matter of fact, it said, un­ 
der Kennedy's farm proposals it 
would he impossible. 
A spokesman said that only 
civil penalties are provided for 
uncooperative farmers in the Ken­ 
nedy farm bill. 
In a newsletter describing her 
talk with Eisenhower and other 
GOP lawmakers at Gettysburg 
ast week, Mrs. May said that 
former President "expressed a 
very angry reaction to some of 
the original Kennedy farm pro­ 
grams because they contained jail 
sentence penalties for farmers 
who refused to cooperate.” 
She said that Eisenhower, now 
a cattle raiser, went “into some 
detail about how he had never 
id for and never taken a cent 
of government money on h is 
farm. He declared that if any of 
these proposed regimented pro­ 
grams became law” he would 
rather go to jail. 
“At this point 
I 
said quite 
earnestly, ‘General Eisenhower. I 
think that is a splendid idea. If 
you would be willing to go to jail 
it would make a wonderful ex 
ample to prove our point about 
control farm programs. 
“For a minute he looked taken 
aback and then burst into a roar 
of 
laughter, 
in which we 
all 
joined, as he assured me that he 
agreed it might be the best way 
to strike a blow for our cause 
and he would be perfectly willing 
to submit himself for the expert 
meat.”
